Here is one of the stories Secretary 
T uft told in a lecture that contains a 
bit of his optimistic philosophy : 
“People — the

to warm oneself after a day ’s work In 
the cold—are not they who have these 
things often happy enough? 
“No m atter how wretched we are, 
w e hold that our lot is not a bad one, 
and we pity some one worse off. In a 
storm at sea one uight two sailors, 
their clothing frozen to their bodies, 
hung to a rope as the waves washed 
over them. 
“ ‘I say , Bill,’ say s one.

ed the big man he could not conceal 
fcis emotion.

The episode 
made “Big Bill” the hero of the hour 
in Cincinnati and was said to be the 
start of his phenomenally successful 
career. It was at about this time that 
another incident occurred which illus­ 
trates the quality of the man. 
Po o r Co mpany Better Than No ne. 
One day when driving near Cincin­ 
nati Mr. Taft was asked by a pedes­ 
trian the way to a certain village. Taft 
told him, said he was going in the de­ 
sired direction and offered the stranger 
a ride. 
The stranger climbed into the 
carriage, with the churlish remark 
that poor company was better than 
none. 
During the ride he was unso­ 
ciable, haughty and uncongenial. “How 
about that branch road 
1 was to take?” 
he asked at length. 
“Oh,” said Taft, 
“we passed that 
six 
miles back!” 
“Why didn’t y ou tell me?” asked the 
stranger in anger. 
“Because I didn’t 
want to lose y our society ,” was T aft’s 
reply . 
“Poor company , y ou know, is 
better than none.” 
It m ust not be imagined, however, 
that Judge Taft is only a man of hu­ 
mor. 
As all life thrives in the sun­ 
shine, 
so all the virtues are fostered 
by optimism. 
The fact that a man is 
a good fellow does not argue that he is 
nothing more. Taft is much more. He 
is one 
of the hardest workers in public 
life. 
He has 
large patience and tact. 
He despises affectation and false dig­ 
nity- He likes genuine thing** 
Learned Filipino Dances and Custo ms. 
Ilis life ambition was to be on the 
supreme bench. This he sacrificed be­ 
cause President McKinley convinced 
him that duty called him to the Philip­ 
pines. There the key note of his policy 
was “the Philippines for the Filipi­ 
nos.” He made many enemies among 
the whites by that course, but he car­ 
ried it forward through dark day s to 
success.

from small boats, but were driven off 
by volley s from the Cossacks.

taken refuge during the uprising, but 
the attack was repulsed. 
The Incendiaries succeeded in setting 
fire to three machine shops 
in

Uolshkin district, killing the proprietor 
of one. 
In the “ Black Town” district 
the patrol fired a volley into a crowd 
of Russian workmen, from which a shot 
was supposed to have been fired, but 
the dispatch to the Caucasus Oil com­ 
pany expressly states that no one was 
killed.

fully loaded with rifles and cartridges, 
and thereupon the customs 
officials 
ordered the captain to take his vessel 
into port and discharge the cargo. 
The steamer proceeded towards the 
shore, the customs boat going in the 
meanwhile toward a nearby 
island. 
Suddenly 
several

The officers immediately 
pressed into service a number of fish­ 
ermen, who unloaded most of the rith*s 
and ammunition on the beach.

“America mid Russia are almost lik e 
tlie far famed Siamese twins,” said M. 
Sergius Witte, the chief Russian peace 
envoy, in his room in the St. Regis 
hotel, at New York , to a New York 
Herald reporter the other afternoon. 
“The two groat countries of the world,” 
he then added, “are Russia and the 
United States. They are the two great 
countries of the world because they 
both produce men and material. That 
Is the secret of any nation’s success.” 
Ask ed if he thought Russia’s com­ 
mercial condition had been bettered or 
injured by the war, M. Witte said: 
“Russia y* better now than she ever 
was. 
After the war she will get on 
her feet again, and when she gets on 
her feet it will be a iirm and strong 
position that she tak es.” 
In answer to a question as to whether 
the internal troubles in Russia were 
agitating the minds of the government, 
M. W itte replied: 
“That is a diplomatic question which 
I cannot answer, but I can say Rus­ 
sia is a much misunderstood country 
in America. 
America is so far away, 
so distaut by land and sea, so almost 
remote in all the possibilities of our 
national life, that it is not at all sur­ 
prising that false and ex aggerated re­ 
ports become current here. 
It also 
happens that we of Russia have er­ 
roneous 
reports 
about 
the 
United 
States. We are told of your lynching» , 
your riots, your popular uprisings. 
In 
St. Petersburg and Moscow these ap­ 
pear to us as very serious matters. 
Doubtless we appear to your states­ 
men here in the same position. 
Still, 
I think it is only fair, only just and 
only equitable to look at the two trou­ 
bles In social economics with au eye 
glass 
which 
reaches five thousand 
miles. 
“I certainly do not intend to state 
that the Russian civil life is perfect. I 
presume you do not intend to state 
that the civil life of America is per­ 
fect. 
We both have our faults. 
We 
both, I trust, are striving to overcome 
or obviate them.” 
‘Will you speak about Russian af­ 
fairs in the far east?” 
“On that question my lips are sealed.” 
“Will you say anything about the 
evacuation of Manchuria by the Rus­ 
sian troops T* 
“Nothing at all.” 
“Will you speak about the financial 
position of Russia?" 
I will tell yon of Russia’s greatness, 
of 
Russia's 
wonderful 
recuperative 
powers. 
I will tell you that now that 
Russia has ended her war with Japan 
her commerce will rise and rise until 
It Is a supreme thiug in her internation­ 
al relations. 
Do not think for a mo­ 
ment that Russia has been left out of 
the game, as you say here. 
We are 
still in it. 
We have the men, the mon­ 
ey and the people. 
We also have the 
greatest undeveloped country that ex ­ 
ists, not even ex cepting the United 
States. 
Our ehmaie ranges from the 
tropics to the arctic.

monds in Kentucky—pipes, as th ey are 
called in diamond mi.dug. 
Th e correspondent read th e report 
Mr. Draper uiai.e of th e mines tkrough 
th e courtesy of W. 1 . \fl.'Gee, one of 
th e owners of th e land. Mr. Draper in 
+** report said th at if prospects h ad 
appeared on th e surfaee in South Af­ 
rica as th ey do in Elliott county, Ky., 
h undreds of th ousands of dollars would 
h ave been invested in a th orough pros­ 
pecting.

Peat is abundantly stored in our 
Maine bogs, says th e Lewiston Evening 
Journal. 
Androscoggin county 
h as 
enough peat to supply all Maine with 
fuel for a generation. Yet we fail to 
encourage intelligent efforts to develop 
our own resources in fuel. A number 
of experiments wh ich will be of inter­ 
est to many Maine men h ave recently 
been made by th e Boston and Maine 
railroad in th e use of peat fuel. 
So 
far tlie tests h ave given entire satis­ 
faction, and now th e company is pre­ 
paring to give th e new locomotive fuel 
a more extended trial th an any h ereto­ 
fore undertaken. 
Th e company h ad its attention call­ 
ed to th e value of peat as a steaming 
agency some weeks ago and upon rep­ 
resentation th at it was equal to bitu­ 
minous coal was induced to test its 
qualities. 
Th ese were eminently sat­ 
isfying, and a carload of th e material 
h as been delivered for furth er experi­ 
ment. Th e source of supply is in th e 
town of Lewington, Mass., and it is 
said th at th is single deposit would 
furnish enough fuel for all th e rail­ 
roads entering Boston for a period of 
250 years. 
Th e treatment consists in cutting out 
th e peat in large cubes and th en sub­ 
jecting th em to h eavy pressure, wh ich 
exudes all tlio moisture and makes th e 
mass as compact as anth racite. In th e 
pressing th e « gkes take on an elliptical 
sh ape, with an inch h ole running 
th rough th em, wh ich admits of free 
burning. In reporting on th e first ex­ 
periments th e officials of th e road say 
th at th ey found th at th is fuel made an 
exceptionally h ot fire, was free from 
smoke and th at it could be purch ased 
for less th an coal. From an econom­ 
ical standpoint, h owever, th e coal sh ow­ 
ed to better advantage owing to slow­ 
er consumption, but th e two advan­ 
tages named for th e peat fully offset 
th at In favor of coal. 
Th e furth er tests wh ich th e company 
proposes making will be watcbed with 
interest, as a solution of th e present 
' smoke nuisance may be found in th e 
general use for steaming purposes of 
th e peat fuel. 


Th e Great Western railway in Eng­ 
land h as put a train called th e “(,’oru- 
ish man Limited” on th e run between 
London and Penzance. Between Lon­ 
don an« l Plymouth , 240 miles, th e aver­ 
age speed will be 55.7 miles per h our, 
says th e Railway Review and Engi­ 
neering. Th ree new trains h ave been 
built for th e service, composed of tlie 
largest cars yet run in England. Each 
coach is seventy feet long and nine and 
a h alf fret wide. 
A train Is made up 
of six coach es, with a total seating 
I capacity for 208 passengers. 
Every seat in th e train Is numbered, 
an« l th e passenger will receive a per­ 
forated ticket, h alf of wh ich will be 
torn ofi' by th e guard and slipped, so 
th at it cannot be removed, into a little 
slot at th e back of th e seat just above 
th e h ead.
